City of New York. Said lots are on the northerly side of 
One Hundred and Thirty-ninth street, between Convent 
and Amsterdam avenues; are each 25 feet in width by 99 
feet and 11 inches in depth, and constitute a parcel of land 
distant 100 feet easterly from Amsterdam avenue.

It will be seen that the attendance during the last year (1894- 
95) was very large. The merit roll shows that the standard of 
scholarship has been well maintained and has not been lowered 
owing to the increase of numbers ; while the reports on conduct 
indicate that the students have manifested both self-respect and 
respect for the constituted authorities. 

The number of students on the rolls at the beginnmg of the 
present year is very much larger than last year. Notably the 
Senior Class is the largest ever in the College, numbering one- 
third more than any preceduig one. While other causes more 
or less remote may be found for this increase in numbers, the 
immediate and principal cause, we think, is the efficient educa- 
tional work which this College has been doing and the apprecia- 
tion of that work by the people of this city. 

Owing to the continued increase in the number of students we 
are obliged to repeat with greater emphasis our annual statement 
of crowded classes and inadequate accommodations ; and we feel 
it our duty to express to your honorable body the urgent neces- 
sity of providing as soon as possible a larger building constructed 
with more rational regard for the uses for which it is intended. 

In our last annual report we asked your honorable body to 
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procure suitable legislation to give this College a proper habita- 
tion, and your efforts have been instrumental in securing means 
sufficient to purchase a new site and provide for the erection of 
a new building. 

During the last year your Executive Committee requested us 
to give them and received from us our opinion as to a proper 
site. The site eventually selected by the Executive Committee 
meets with our hearty approval. Its elevated and healthful 
situation, its freedom from disturbing sounds and sights, and its 
extent ample in all probability for the needs of the city when 
its present limits are tilled, cannot be surpassed, if equaled any- 
w^iere within those limits. Its accessibili'y even at present is 
far greater than was that of our present site when the building 
was first erected. At that time there was only one line of horse 
cars in the city. 

In view of the immediate needs of the College we urge your 
honorable body to take steps to procure suitable plans for the 
new edifice, so that there may be little delay in building, when 
the land shall have been acquired. It is our earnest wish that 
the new edifice shall be constructed with regard for both general 
and special uses. Some suggestions may be offered on account 
of their primary importance. We advise that recitation and lec- 
ture rooms, where oral instruction is given, should be located 
where they may be as free as possible from disturbing sounds ; 
secondly, that all drawing rooms, and most if not all rooms used 
for chemical or physical w^ork should, as far as possible, have a 
north light ; again, that the workshop should be so placed that 
the noises engendered therein could be least audible in recitation 
and lecture rooms ; further, that the means of access to class 
rooms and of communication between parts of the edifice should 
be constructed with a view to economy of the student's time ; 
finally, that proper ventilation should always be kept in view. 

The Faculty desires to be of every possible service to your 
honorable body by advice in the details of the plans for the new 
building or in such other directions with reference to it as you 
may indicate. 
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With regard to the instruction in the College, while its gen- 
eral efficiency has not been impaired, two important changes in 
methods have been made in two departments, whicli are expected 
to improve them. The course in French, on the suggestion of 
the Professor, as approved by the Faculty and your Executive 
Connnittee, has been broadened so as to offer a comprehensive 
view of the entire French literature and the changes in the 
language from its earliest to its present form. In English, by a 
like procedure, the course has been made to include the study of 
American literature, and to give more attention to the student's 
power of expression. 

Our College has recently suffered a great loss by the death of 
George Benton Newcomb, Ph.D., Professor of Philosophy, 
October 15, 1895. His death in the prime of his usefulness and 
mental vigor was the result in part of excessive devotion to his . 
College work. The Faculty and other instructors and the stu- 
dents of the Senior and Junior Classes adopted appropriate reso- 
lutions expressing regret at his untimely death and appreciation 
of his character and services. Copies of these resolutions have 
been forwarded to your honorable body. 

In concluding this brief report of what we believe has been a 
very successful year in the history of the College, it gives us 
pleasure to extend to you our heartfelt thanks, in which every 
well-wisher of the College will join, for the great and permanent 
benefits you have secured for it, your solicitude for its welfare 
and your ability in its care and government.

From a study of these figures it will be seen not only that 
there is a very large number of students on the rolls of the Col- 
lege, but that the attendance is rapidly increasing. For years 
the graduating class has steadily increased in numbers ; the pres- 
ent class contains 99 students, and is the largest Senior Class in 
the history of the College. Even more noteworthy is the gain in 
the general attendance. At the beginning of the first term of 
1895-96 there was a total of 1693 students on the rolls of the 
College. At the beginning of the first term of 1896-97 the num- 
ber of students on the rolls was J 897, an increase of over two 
hundred' students within one year. This unmistakable evidence 
of tlie appreciation by the people of the great educational work 
that tlie College is doing, and of the esteem in which it is held 
by the citizens of the City of New York, cannot fail to be as 
gratifying to the Trustees of the College as it is to the Faculty. 

One of the immediate results of the legislative act passed more 
than twelve months ago, by which funds were secured to pur- 
chase a new site, and to erect a new building, was a very great 
increase in the number of applicants for admission to the College. 
As a consequence a Sub-Freahman Class was formed much 
larger than any previous one. Gratifying as is this increased at- 
tendance, it has served to emphasize, more than ever, the total 
inadequacy of the over-crowded college building to accommodate 
properly the students who are now in attendance at the College. 
At present most of the sections are so large as to be unwieldy • 
and in some instances, owing to the lack of accommodations, two 
sections, of two different classes, each having its own instructor 
are obliged to be taught simultaneously in one and the same 
class-room. 

In the new quarters, not only would the College be relieved of 
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all the annoyances to which it is now subjected on account of its 
insufficient room space, but the Faculty are firmly of the opinion 
that there would come to the people's college many opportunities 
of broadening out into a new career of usefulness. 

In view of the prompt action taken by the Legislature, and the 
previous presentation of tlie urgent necessities of the College, it 
has been a matter of deep regret to the Faculty that they have 
not been able during the present year to congratulate the Board 
of Trustees on the laying of the cornerstone of the new building. 

Animated by the desire to relieve the College of the many im- 
pediments that retard its progress, the Faculty again respectfully 
urge your honorable body to take such action as may be neces- 
sary to commence in the near future the work of building. To 
further this end by every possible means, the Faculty, as before, 
gladly put their services at the disposal of the Board of Trustees 
in any way that may be indicated. 

In the matter of supervision, instruction and discipline, the 
Faculty believe that despite the many difficulties under which 
they have labored, the collegiate year of 1895-96 has been one of 
the most successful in the annals of the College. During the 
past year the usual high tone of the College has been preserved, 
while the recently published merit-roll shows that the stu- 
dents have maintained a standard of scholarship, whose average is 
perhaps even higher than usual. 

The College has always been regarded by the citizens of New 
York as pre-eminently the People's College, the crown of its 
great educational system ; consequently its Faculty have always 
taken the deepest interest in everything that concerns the wel- 
fare and progress of the public schools. The proposed creation 
of a number of high schools, supplying a more intimate and 
much needed connection betweeen the grammar schools and the 
College, is hailed by the Faculty with sincere satisfaction. It is 
to be hoped that the high schools will offer, among other things, 
a well considered preparatory course to the large number of 
pupils who desire to enter the College. In that case it will be 
possible for the College to exert on the high schools the same 
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etevating influence that ever since its foundation it.has exertied 
on the school system to such a marked degree. 

The details of the establishment of the new high!„ schools will 
require the utmost care and wisdom. In the arrangement of 
their courses of study, the Faculty are prepared to render any 
services that they may be called upon to perform. With a care- 
fully planned scheme of public instruction extending from the 
lowest class of the kindergarten through the primary, grammar 
and high schools, to the graduating class of the College, the City 
of New York will have a magnificent system of public instruc- 
tion of which its citizens will be justly proud. , 

Before closing their. -report, tlie Faculty beg leave to call the 
attention of the Board of Trustees to the fact that the year 1897 
will mark the close of the first half century of the existence of 
the College. In reviewing the history of the past fifty years the 
Faculty cannot repress a feeling of pardonable pride as they call 
to mind the greslt work the College has accomplished in the cause 
of popular education, and the services it has rendered to the 
people of this city. -Your Board no doubt will make the prepar- 
ations to celebrate this auspicious anniversary in a proper 
manner, and the Faculty on their part are ready to co-operate 
heartily in making the celebration worthy of the College and the 
great metropolis to which it belongs. 

In conclusion the Faculty desire once more to put on record 
their thanks to your honorable body for the good work you have 
done, and for the care which you have displayed in the manage- 
ment of the College.

The College of the City of New Yobk, ) 

January 16, 1896. ) 

To the Executive Committee of the Board of Trustees : 

Gentlemen — A few days before Commencement, 1894, the 
Executive Committee addressed to the Faculty the inquiry 
whether in its opinion any changes in the English Coui-se or in 
any other branch of study were desirable. The Faculty replied 
that it hoped to return an answer soon after the opening of the 
next term. Accordingly the Faculty appointed a committee to 
consider the question during the vacation. In the summer a 
new Prosessor of English was appointed; and in the fall the 
committee was enlarged by the addition of the Professor of 
English and the Professor of History, a, number of the members 
of the Faculty having come to the opinion that analogous reasons 
existed for the extension of the two departments, the former 
representing the language of the country, the. latter including 
the history of the country and of the development of its institu- 
tions. The committee applied itself to the question, but its de- 
liberations were prolonged because, on the one hand, the whole 
Faculty was convinced that the work of the students must not be 
increased, and, on the other hand, it was diflScult to obtain the 
hours required, as no department was suffering from excess of 
time, and the course of study had, as a whole, become very com- 
pact under the adjustments of forty years. At length the com- 
mittee concluded its labors, and, after careful consideration of its 
report, the Faculty has decided to recommend and hereby does 
recommend to the Executive Committee the following modifica- 
tions of the Course : 

1. In the Freshman year reduce by one the number of hours 
per week given to Descriptive Geometry in the Classical and 
Scientific courses and to History in the Mechanical course, and 
give the hour thus secured to English. 

2. In the Junior year reduce by one the number of hours given 
t;o Philosophy in all the courses^ and give the time thus gained 
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to. History, transferring the study of American Constitutional 
Law to the department of History. 

3. In the Senior year reduce the time given to Modern Lan- 
guages one hour, by giving up the single hour devoted to one 
modern language in the Scientific course and one of the five 
hours given to a modern language in the Classical course, and 
reduce the time given to the study of Prime Movers in the 
Mechanical course one hoiir. Give the hour thus obtained, in 
all the courses, to English. 

In connection with these recommendations, the Faculty ex- 
presses the opinion that time should be allowed to all instructors 
in English for the correction of compositions. It is of little use 
to have compositions written, unless they are revised, returned 
to the students, and corrected. by them. If this be done with all 
the compositions now written, the instructors who do this work 
ought not to be required to hear four recitations a day. It is not 
meant that these instructors should be relieved from all correct- 
ing of compositions at home. Every professor, instructor and 
tutor will always have much college work to do at home, and 
this is only what is to be expected ; but the correction of all the 
English compositions at home is more labor than ought to be 
required.

The Executive Coiimiittee for the care, etc., of the College 
of the City of New York, inet this day at 4:30 o'clock p. m. 

Present — Alexander P. Ketchum, Chairman, and Trustees 
Beneville, Hunt, Kelly, Mack, Strauss and Webb — 7. 

The Chairman stated that this meeting had been called to 
consider the report of the Sub-Committee, appointed November 
19th, 1896 (minutes 1895, pp. 97 and 98), to fill the vacant Pro- 
fessorship of Moral and Intellectual Philosophy, caused by the 
death of Prof. Newcomb. 

The Chairman presented the following report from a majority 
of the Sub-committee : 

To the Executive Committee of the College of the City of New 
York : 

Gentlemen — In November last a vacancy occurred in the 
Professorship of Philosophy at the College through the death of 
Prof. Geo. B. Newcomb, who had filled the place for many 
years with great acceptability. It has not been an easy matter 
to find a substitute, and you wisely determined that ample time 
should be taken for that purpose. 

You appointed a Sub-Committee of three, consisting of your 
Chairman, the President of the College, and Trustee Wm. H. 
HuRLBUT, who was then a member of the College Executive 
Committee, to investigate, consider and report as to the filling of 
the vacancy. 

Your Sub-Committee entered at once upon its work, and by 
personal inquiry, personal interviews and otherwise, sought to 
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place itself in a position to recommend a suitable man for the 
place. 

There have been sixteen applicants — all worthy men — 
ministers who have never taught in the recitation room, ministers 
who had so taught for a limited length of time, laymen who had 
taught philosophy, some who were older and some younger. 
One, a gentleman of unquestioned ability and wide reputation, 
over sixty years of age, we considered loo old to bear up suc- 
cessfully against the annoyances and vexations incidental to 
class-room teaching. 

Although the President of the College has declared his dis- 
agreement with the undersigned (a majority of your Sub- 
committee) as to the recommendation to be made, he urged us 
at the outset not to select a minister and not to select an old 
man. 

Both suggestions we have followed, and have thus eliminated 
from consideration a number of applicants. As to age, we con- 
cluded that a man of about forty-five, if otherwise qualified, 
would enjoy the double advantage of sufficient experience and 
fair prospect of life. 

Our task has been a delicate one, some experience in teaching 
classes we have considered necessary, also personal qualifications, 
natural adaptation to professional duties, a comprehension of the 
student's position and needs, and those kindred qualifications 
which do so much to render technical instruction attractive and 
useful. 

We recommend for appointment to the vacant Professorship 
Mr. Henry W. Jameson, now an Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools in this city. 

Mr. Jameson in early life was a pupil in Grammar School No. 
35, and afterward entered Yale College, graduating therefrom 
with the degree of A. B. in 1872. 

Professor Hadley, of Yale, speaks of him as a diligent and 
successful scholar, a gentleman of high character and agreeable 
address, well qualified for the position and duties of an in- 
structor. 
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President Porter, of Yale, considers him a gentleman of good 
character and scholarship, wlio might be trusted for his integrity, 
faithfulness, ability and fitness, and recommends bim as worthy 
in every way of public confidence in any situation which he 
might occupy. 

Professor Thacher describes him as a gentleman of most ex- 
cellent character, who had uniformly proved himself a good and 
successful and able scholar. He recommends him as well quali- 
fied to be a successful teacher of youth. 

After graduating, Mr. Jameson for eight years taught Latin, 
Greek and Rhetoric in the St. Louis High School. Mr. Morgan, 
principal of that school, said of him after five years of associa- 
tion with him, that he could bear the most emphatic testimony to 
his scholarship, attainments and capacity as a teacher, and ex- 
pressed deep regret at the prospect of losing him from the 
school. 

Mr. W. T. Harris, now United States Coihmissioner of Educa- 
tion in the Department of the Interior, then said of him, that he 
had given excellent satisfaction in the positions he had filled, and 
he cordially recommended liinl as a thorough, efhcient and gen- 
tlemanly teacher. In 1890, Commissioner Harris, referring to 
Mr. Jameson's former connection with the St. Louis High School, 
declared that he had proved himself in every respect a valuable 
teacher who had a refining influence in the corps of teachers, 
lie pronounced him a gentleman and a scholar, and altogether 
such a man as one would like to see have direction in matters of 
education. 

Under date of December 6, 1895, Commissioner Harris saj^s 
of Mr. Jameson, that he is a learned scholar, of fine gentlemanly 
instincts and tr.iining, who achieved a high reputation as teacher 
in the High School at St. Louis while Mr. Harris was Superin- 
tendent in that city. He considers the personal influence of Mr. 
Jameson of high value to students and fellow teachers, and thinks 
any college or higher institution would be fortunate that should 
secure his services. His specialties, Mr. Harris thinks, are liter- 
ature and philosophy. 
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Mr. Jameson was also a student of tlie works of Kant, Aris- 
totle and Hegel under the direction of Commissioner Harris. 

After leaving the St. Louis Higli School in 1880, on account 
of ill health, he engaged in the publishing business for three 
years and then returned to New York and pursued editorial work 
in the preparation of books published by Messrs. A. S. Barnes 
& Co. He has recently received from Mr. Alfred C. Barnes a 
highly complimentary letter, recalling his scholarship and accur 
acy of information exhibited at this period, while he was in Mr. 
Barnes' employ. Mr. Barnes mentions as most successful pub- 
lications upon which Mr. Jameson's skill was successfully exerted 
as editor, Janet's Elements of Morals, revised edition of Page's 
Theory and Practice of Teaching, Hailman's Primary Methods, 
and Dr. E. E. Hale's Lights of Two Centuries. 

In 1890 Mr. Jameson was appointed an Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Schools for this city, which position he still holds. 
His record here spfeaks for itself. He has also been, for ten 
years past, a student of pedagogical and philosophical works. 

In 1889 he was elected Vice-President of " The New York 
Society of Pedagogy," and has had charge of a class of teachers 
in the subject of Psychology during the past year, with an 
average attendance on the part of the class of over 7o. The 
names and standing of the teachers who belonged to this class 
and attended its sessions are of themselves a high testimonial to 
the character of the instruction they received. 

Mr. E. H.. Twining, whose office is at the Army Building in 
this city, says, under recent date, that he was associated with 
Mr. Jameson at the time of his connection with the St. Louis 
High School, and has known him well for the past seventeen 
years. He considers his general scholarship broad and thor- 
oughly grounded, and his views in all matters which he teaches 
positive and distinct — a prime factor, he thinks, in the compo- 
sition of a teacher. Mr. Twining says he has never known a 
better school or college officer. 

Mr. Twining also recalls the interest Mr. Jameson took in 
psychological questions discussed by Mr. Wm. T. Harris, then 
Superintendent of Schools in St. Louis, and concludes with the 
^atement that he can testify to Mr. Jameson's views as being 
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definite without formality and positive without dogmatism, and 
predicts for him a marked success as an instnictor. 

Mr. Wm. J. S. Bryan, the present principal of the St. Louis 
High School, speaks in tlie higliest terms of Mr. Jameson's 
ability to organize and discipline, and of his works as compiler, 
editor and author, proving his derp interest in educational mat- 
ters and rare discrimination and judgment. 

Mr. Brant Y. B. Dixon, formerly teacher and principal of the 
St. Louis Central High School, and now president of the H. 
Sophie Newcoml) Meiriorial College, says of Mr. Jameson, under 
date of April lOtb, 189t), that lie was an earnest student of phil- 
osophy, and that Mr. Dixon had the pleasure of being associated 
\?vith him together with Dr. Wm. T. Harris, Commissioner of 
Education, Professors Donton G. Snider and Thos. Davidson, 
Avell-known writers on philosophical subjects, and others in 
<2lasses for the study of German and other philosophy, and in 
C3oncluding expresses the opinion that Mr. Jameson would make 
an excellent instructor, and would succeed admirably in the de- 
portment of philosophy. 

In conclusion, your Committee is of the opinion that the testi- 
mony thus referred to tends to sustain them in the view they 
entertain of Mr. Jameson's capacity and fitness for service as 
Professor of Philosophy in the College of the City of New York. 
We realize that the task submitted to us necessitates a broad 
view of the subject involved, and careful search for that combi- 
nation of qualities and attainments which should be united in 
the individual selected. Temperament, experience, general 
capacity, acquaintance with educational methods and educational 
practice, cannot be overlooked in such an undertaking. We have 
- endeavored to select from the list of candidates, after making the 
eliminations first referred to, the candidate best fitted in our 
opinion under all the circumstances, to do honor to the College, 
strengthen its facfllty, elevate and incite its students, and success- 
fully preside over the department committed to his care.

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Trustee Webb submitted the following report from thei 
minority of said Sub-Committee : 

To the Exacutive Committee for the care^ etc., of Jhe College <? 
the City of New York : 

The President of tlie College feels obliged to differ from th^ 
report of the majority of the Sub-Committee, and to present to 
the Executive Committee John J. McNulty, Ph.D., as the most 
suitable candidate for the position of Professor of Moral and In- 
tellectual Philosophy in the College of the City of New York, 
to iill the chair made vacant by the death of Prof. Neweomb. 

After a calm revision of the requirements of this chair in our 
College, justice to Dr. McNulty requires from the President 
this expression of official recognition of the services, ability and 
worth of this instructor. When, in its discretion, the Sub-Com- 
mittee decided to limit its report to the presentation of but two 
of the candidates for the chair, and when it was decided that one 
of these was to be Dr. McNulty, it remained the duty of the 
President to limit his investigation to a comparison of the claims 
of the two to be presented, lie decides, after careful considera- 
tion of tl;e talents, abilities and experience of both, that Dr. Mc- 
Nulty must receive his earnest support,^ and that he must press 
Dr. McNulty's claim to be promoted to the chair of the depart- 
ment in which he has served. 

We are seeking a teacher in an institution that is strictly col- 
legiate. We do not teach young philosophers to become psycholo- 
gists or pedagogues. That is University work. 

The work in our Department of Philosophy embraces Logic, 
Constitutional Law— General and American, International Law, 
Political Economy, Mental and Moral Philosophy. In the 
Junior year we instruct twenty-five hours in Constitutional Law, 
fifteen hours in International Law, and forty -eight hours in 
Political Economy. Students are prepared for the above course 
through the study of Logic in the Sophomore year. 

In the Senior year Psychology and Pedagogics for one term 
and the History of Philosophy and Ethics for another term. 
This is an outline course. The Professor to be chosen is, there- 
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fore, not only one who has been a diligent and successfnl student 
of Philosophy, but, more than all, he is to be a strong teacher in 
the subjects allotted to the Junior and Sophomore Classes ; and 
it is of importance that he should be an able director of the in- 
struction given to these younger students. It is of more impor- 
tance that he should not be one who would direct too much at- 
tention to subjects not yet thoroughly understood' or successfully 
taught anywhere. 

I propose the name of Dr. John J. McNulty, first, because we 

Ivnow that he has shown marked ability in teaching all the more 

important branches of our College course; secondly, because the

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bility of dividing the professorship in the Department of Pliilos- 
ophy, the Faculty of the College have decided, by a unani- 
mous vote, to present the following as a " resume " of their 
reasons for disapproving any measure which looks to immediate 
changes : 

1. Under existing conditions and arrangements, it will be 
impossible to inaugurate such a change, without a serious inter- 
ruption and disturbance of the College work. 

2. As constituted at present, the Department of Philosophy 
does not demand an additional Professor, since, by such a divi- 
sion, the course of one instructor will be reduced to nine hours 
per week, and of the other to four hours per week. 

3. To be worthy of its name, tl»e second chair would necessa- 
rily require an increase in the hours of instruction, which 
increase could only be secured by relieving other departments of 
their time, or by a course of optionals. 

4. In the distribution of the various studies, a liberal propor- 
tion of time has been allotted to the Department of Philosophy. 

6. Any radical change in any course is not, at the present 
moment, desirable in view of the fact that the establishment of 
High Schools will unquestionably tend to modify the entire cur- 
riculum of the College, and that no permanent provision can be 
made for such modifications until the courses of these schools 
have been definitely arranged. 

6. A similar objection is based on the near prospect of the 
erection of our new buildings, until which time all changes should 
be deferred in order that they may be considered in their rela- 
tions to the entire course of study.
